The 
right  hands  of  33  students 
were  simultaneously  raised 
after  their  registration  cards 
were  completed,  and  Marks 
swore  in  the  new  voters  col- 
lectively. 

According  to  social  studies 
teacher  Edward  Sheehan,  this 
year's  turnout  far  exceeded 
that  of.  last  year.  Sheehan 
added  that  many  seniors  have 
already  registered  to  vote,  and 
that  others  have  yet  to  turn  18. 
"This  is  a new  age  of  political 
awareness,"  Sheehan  said. 
"You  can’t  keep  kids  away 
from  current  events." 

Linda  Henderson,  modera- 
tor of  the  League  of  Women 
Voters,  emphasized  to  stu- 
dents the  practicality  of  the 
right  to  vote,  outlining  the 
interlocking  elements  of  duty 
and  responsibility.  "Town 
Meetings  arc  informative  and 
entertaining.”  Mrs.  Hender- 
son said,  "and  a good  chance 
to  feel  a part  of  the  town's 
decision-making  process." 

Marks  further  explained 
some  of  the  finer  nuances  of 
voting,  such  as  the  wish  to 
declare  a party  ballot  in  a 
primary  election  if  a voter  is 
otherwise  registered  as  Inde- 
pendent. Marks  said  simply 
by  declaring  which  party  bal- 
lot is  desired,  the  vote  can  be 
cast,  and  an  immediate  switch 
back  to  Independent  status 
can  be  effected. 

Absentee  ballots  are  equally 
easy  to  obtain.  Marks  said.  If 
you  have  to  be  absent  on  the 
day  of  election,  you  can  vote 
prior  to  that  date  at  the  Town 
Clerk's  Office  on  a voting 
machine  after  the.  completion 


of  an  application.  If  a student 
is  away  at  school  or  travelling, 
an  absentee  ballot  may  be 
sent  for.  or  once  again,  a vote 
can  be  made  before  leaving.
